Applicants received a Patent Term Adjustment (PTA) for 394 days in the .above- 
identified issued patent. Applicants believe that the calculation of the PTA is incorrect. The 
patent issued oil September 9, 2008, and therefore this request pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d) 
is timely filed within two months of the issue date. 

Along with the issue fee payment, Applicants filed a letter in good faith and candor on 
January 29, 2008, informing the Office that they believed an error was made in the PTA 
calculation sent with the Notice of Allowance (Exhibit A). The Office counted this letter as a 
miscellaneous incoming letter when calculating the final PTA for the issued patent, and reduced 
the PTA by 63 days, as evidenced in the PTA History obtained from PAIR (Exhibit B). 

Applicants submit that their letter of January 29, 2008, filed to satisfy Applicants' duty of 
candor and good faith with the Office, does not constitute a failure to engage in reasonable 
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efforts to conclude prosecution under 37 C.F.R. § 1.704, and thus the reduction of PTA was 
improper. Accordingly, Applicants believe that the PTA of the above-referenced patent should 
be increased by 63 days to 457 days (394 + 63 = 457). 

Applicants hereby request that the Office correct the calculation of the PTA to reflect 457 
days. The present application is not subject to a terminal disclaimer. The $200 fee prescribed by 
37 CFR 1.18(e) is submitted herewith. However, Applicants request that the fee be waived 
where the mistake in calculating the PTA was made by the Office.
